been ratified by the legislatures of 
all these states except Arizona.

is obvious th at the contract cannot 
be binding w ithout the assent of 
every party to It. 
W hat Mr. Campbell could not ex­ 
plain—under the rules of political 
good taste, perhaps—was 
the 
un­ 
doubted fact th at Arisona’s failure 
to ratify the past was caused simply 
by an effort at "revenge" by cer­ 
tain trium phant Arizona politicians. 
After winning the governorship by 
election, the

had ridden into office with him, felt 
it incum bent upon them to repudi­ 
ate and destroy w hat the previous 
adm inistration had built up.

This procedure, and the bicker­ 
ing and delay that marked the ef­

A pparent­ 
ly—and, we hope, in fact—the poli­ 
ticians couldn’t "w ork” this. 
The

fact we may soon see the Colorado

consummated. 
T hat will complete the first step for 
America’s greatest reclam ation pro­ 
ject. 
The fact-finding comm ittee has 
the large and extrem ely difficult 
Job of ascertaining just how much 
the millions of reclam ation money 
spent have benefited the average 
settler in the Southwest, and how 
far they have failed to benefit him. 
It will also have the task of recom­ 
mending rem edies for present de­ 
fects. 
It seems the financing of reclam a­ 
tion projects has in many instances 
placed so heavy a burden on the 
settler that he has been forced to 
give up his claim —thereby losing 
his own investm ent and that of the 
governm ent It is up to the fact- 
executive o fi finders to dig up the reasons and 
rem edies for such cases.
